WASHINGTON (U PI) - Attorney 
General Elliot L. Richardson and 
Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox 
have been working in secret to seek 
an eleventh hour compromise in the 
controversy over President Nixon’s 
Watergate tapes. 
The White House faced a deadline 
of today 
for appealing to the 
Supreme Court a U.S. Court of 
Appeal’s decision that Nixon must 
yield 
the 
tapes 
for 
judicial 
inspection. The Justice Department 
and Cox' office acknowledged that 
the two men were conferring, but 
declined to say what the subject 
was. 
Richardson was at the White 
House Thursday night. He and Cox 
also 
conferred 
Monday 
and 
Tuesday. 
The Court of Appeals ruled last 
Friday that Nixon must give the 
tapes to Chief U.S. District Court 
Judge John J. Sirica for him to 
decide whether any should be given 
to the Watergate federal grand jury. 
The appeals court stayed its order 
for five working days to give Nixon 
time to appeal. The deadline is up 
today. 
An earlier attempt to negotiate a 
compromise 
requested 
by 
the 
appeals court failed. 
Cox is seeking the tapes in order 
to 
learn 
whether 
Nixon 
had 
knowledge of an attempt to cover up 
top level involvement in the bugging 
and burglary of Democratic national 
offices in the Watergate Complex 
June 17,1972. 
Former 
White 
House Counsel 
John W. Dean III testified at the 
Senate hearings that he had a 
conversation with Nixon as early as 
September 15,1972, about a coverup. 
Meanwhile, the Senate Watergate 
committee has not yet decided 
whether 
it will appeal Sirica’s 
dismissal of its suit to obtain the 
tapes.

Nixon’s economic stabilization program says existing wage controls are 
unfair to the 65 million U.S. workers who don't have a union to go to bat for 
them. 
Arnold R. Weber, now back with the Graduate School of Industrial 
Administration at Pittsburgh’s Carnegie-Mellon Institute after a stint as 
director of the Cost of Living Council, urged the government to relax its 
controls enough to permit non-unionized workers catch-up pay increases to 
keep pace with inflation. 
Testifying Thursday before Congress’ Joint Economic Committee, Weber 
said the Cost of Living Council, under its present director, John T. Dunlop 
has accepted recent contract settlements which exceed the council’s own 
pay standards.

Dean pleads 


guilty; says 


Nixon knew 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -John W 
Dean III, President Nixon’s former 
legal counsel, pleaded guilty today 
to conspiracy in connection with his 
role in covering up the Watergate 
burglary 
He 
claims 
President 
Nixon was aware of the coverup 
Dean, wearing a green plaid suit, 
stood erect before Judge John J 
Sirica and answered in a deep voice 
that he was “ knowingly, voluntarily 
and intentionally” entering his plea 
His wife, her hair ash-gray, sat in 
the audience. 
Sirica, chief judge of the U. S. 
District Court for the District of 
Columbia, read to Dean a criminal 
information against the 35-year-old 
lawyer 
Dean admitted that from June 17, 
1972 —the date of the break in of 
Democratic National Headquarters 
offices —until March 29, 1973, he 
“ unlawfully, w illfu lly 
and 
knowingly” engaged in a conspiracy 
to obstruct justice and defraud the 
government. 
Dean, fired as counsel April 30 
after 
telling 
his 
story 
of 
the 
Watergate 
cover-up 
to 
federal 
investigators, was the star witness 
at the Senate Watergate hearings in 
which he testified that he had 
conversations with Nixon about a 
coverup as early as Sept 15,1972. 
Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox 
said Dean had promised “ complete 
cooperation” with the government’s 
investigation into Watergate 
Cox said the government was 
dropping further criminal charges 
against Dean, but added this would 
not 
block 
possible 
future 
prosecution for any acts of perjury 
on Dean’s part 
After Dean pleaded guilty, Sirica 
released him without bond on his 
personal recognizance. 
Sentencing presumably will be 
delayed pending Dean s testimony 
at 
subsequent 
trials 
of 
others 
expected to be indicted in the 
Watergate case 
The maximum 
penalty Dean could receive for his 
plea of guilty to conspiracy would be 
five years in prison and a $10,000 
fine.

Foreign pressure on Ellsberg? 


WASHINGTON (UPt> 
The White House plumbers 
were convinced that Daniel Ells berg was pressured by a 
foreign power into publishing the Pentagon Papers, Egil 
“ Hud" Krogh. head of the secret unit, said today. 
Krogh said “ this was something the unit believed when 
E Howard Hunt and G. Gordon Liddy burglarized the office 
of EUsberg's psychiatrist in 1971 
“ There was a belief I would describe it as working 
hypothesis that there had been direct foreign involvement 
in the disclosure of the Pentagon Papers, 
“ We weren t sure to what extent, and it was imperative 
that we try to determine whether Kllsberg was operating 
under pressure from another power this is something that 
the unit believed at that time." Krogh told United Press 
International in an interview. 
Krogh, 34, has admitted responsibility for the break in, 
but said “ all of the work" of the plumbers “ was presented 
to me as a matter of the most urgent national security in 
1971 by the President " He did not, however, say the 
President ordered the Kllsberg burglary 
“ All of the work of the plumbers, as I viewed it then and 
as I view it today, was designed to serve the interest of 
national security," he said 


Hut Krogh said he now feels the mission was a mistake. 
“ It was an overreaction to the circumstances on our part, 
but we felt we were doing the right thing at that time," he 
said. 
Krogh indicated he believed the unnamed foreign power 
might have been using Kllsberg to damage President 
Nixon s strategy to end the Vietnam war 
He said the unanswered question about Kllsberg was this: 
“ Was he in fact involved with another power or not9" 
“ That, to us related directly to the ability of the 
President to negotiate an end to the Vietnam war Was he 
(Nixon» actually being fought by another power in this 
way9 
That, Krogh said, was the question the plumbers 
asked. 
Krogh pleaded innocent Thursday to two counts of lying 
before a Watergate grand jury about the operations of the 
plumbers He also had been indicted by a Los Angeles grand 
jury investigating the burglary of Ellsberg’s pshychiatrist's 
office He has set up a defense fund based in Danville, III., 
to meet what he believes may be $100,000 in legal expenses. 
In answer to questions, Krogh said he realized shortly 
after Hunt and Liddy returned with photographs of their 
mission that it was “ a mistake.”

Food prices drop last month 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Retail 
food prices, the biggest contributor 
to the current inflationary binge, 
declined in September for the first 
time in more than a year, the 
government reported today. 
The 
1.4 
per 
cent 
drop 
in 
supermarket prices followed a 7 4 
per cent price explosion in August, 
the biggest monthly ascent in more 
than 25 years. 
Rapid ups and downs in food 
prices, resulting from distortions 
caused by the administration’s price 
control program, have been forecast 
by government economists They 
have cautioned that one-month de­ 
clines do not mean that the nation 
has licked its inflationary problems 
Other 
economic 
indicators 
indicated the economy had settled 
into 
a 
somewhat 
comfortable 
growth rate in late summer, but one 
official warned that inflation “ is 
awful and ... will remain so" for a 
time 
The decline in food prices last 
month —first since May, 1972, and 
the biggest since 
August, 
1956 
—helped keep the over-all cost of 
living index —a gauge of consumer 


prices -to a modest 0 3 per cent rise 
in September. 
The August rise was 18 per cent, 
which figures out to a 23 per cent 
rise if carried through for a full 
year. 
Grocery prices usually drop in 
early fall but the September falloff 
was twice the normal size. Fresh 
vegetables and poultry were off 
sharply and pork and egg prices 
declined from their high August 
levels. 
However, prices for cereal and 
bakery 
products 
made 
an 
exceptionally large increase and 
dairy and some processed fruits and 
vegetables also rose sharply, the 
Labor 
Department’s 
Bureau 
of 
Labor Statistics said 


The September decline in grocery 
prices 
was 
partially offset 
by 
increases in restaurant meals. The 
result was a 0.7 per cent decline in 
overall 
consumer 
food 
prices 
following a 6 per cent jump in 
August. 


When 
seasonal 
factors 
were 
included, 
the 
September 
food 
decline was 0.1 per cent. 
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A 
preliminary 
report

Arab gunmen killed in bank 


BEIRU T (U PI) — Lebanese riot police 
and army troops stormed into a branch of 
the Bank of America today, freed 26 
hostages and killed four Arab gunman after 
a 24-hour siege. A fifth guerrilla was 
wounded in a thunderous gunbattle. 


Police sources said one 
American, was killed by the 
hostage, an 
unmen. They 
identified him as John Crawford Maxwell, 
an employe of the Douglas Aircraft Corp. 
Troops backed by armored cars battled 
with the gunmen in a hour-long battle in 
downtown Beirut before they occupied the 
seven-storv building. 


The five Arab guerrillas, who seized the 
building demanding a $10 million ransom 
from the bank, fired submachine guns into 
the streets below. They also hurled hand 
grenades at the attacking police. 
Ambulances filled with wounded rushed 
from the cordoned area in front of the 
bank There was no immediate report on 
the number of casualties. 
Police said as the assault began with a 
massive fusillade on the windows of the 
fourth floor bank office, the hostages 
escaped to safety on the roof. They said 
about 20 of the orginal 52 hostages escaped 
Thursday night and others fled early today.

Ronald 
Reagan leaves office after next year and 
hints

sizeable, one-shot rebate for California 
taxpayers. 


If so, it would be the third rebate during 
Reagan s tenure as governor It also would 
take 
effect 
shortly 
before 
active 
campaigning begins nationally for the 1976 
presidential 
nominations. 
Reagan has 
vowed not to seek a third term as governor, 
but is considered a strong potential 
Republican candidate for president. 
Reagan said Thursday that if all goes 


well with his administration the state will 
have about $450 million in federal revenue 
sharing money left over next year "which 
I’d like to consider surplus." 
Asked at a news conference if his remark 
meant he would like to see another tax 
rebate, the governor replied: “ I ’d like to 
discuss it with our people." 
Verne Orr, Reagan's finance director, 
confirmed in an interview the possibility of 
a tax rebate in late 1974 or 1975. 
But he said it would be depending on two 
major factors: That California’s economy 
remains healthy and that the state will not 
“ voluntarily take on any new programs ”

Coast commission 
hopes for policy 
decisions by 1975 


The principal architect of the state 
Coastal Conservation Commission's outline 
of coastal zone planning told county 
planning commissioners from throughout 
the state Thursday that major policy issues 
to be grappled with include whether 
coastal areas should have superports for 
supertankers, power plants, and offshore 
drilling facilities. 
The commission "hopefully" may decide 
on major policy matters by 1975 so that 
more detailed work can be undertaken 
whatever agency is designated to carry out 
the commission’s coastal 
zone 
plan, 
according to E. Jack Shoop, speaking 
before the 43rd annual conference of the 
California County Planning Commissioners 
Assn at the Santa Barbara Biltmore Hotel 
Final result will be a report to Gov. 


Reagan and the legislature containing 
state wide policies for the coastal zone, 
said Shoop. 
Shoop said that 80 per cent of the people 
of California live in the 15 coastal counties, 
and the "future of the coast is of concern to 
everyone," 
Coastal commissioners granted 81 per 
cent of all permit applications up to Sept 1 
of this year, he declared A total of 3,622 
out of 4,518 were approved, with 101, or 2 
per cent, denied up to this point, with many 
more still to be heard

Dodds pointed out that there "is little law" on the 
question of conflicting private and public water rights, and 
this is the reason the issue could go to a high court to be 
settled. 
Presiding at the session was Charles A (Pat) Catlin, of 
Carpinteria, in the absence of chairman Andrew T. 
Petersen, Santa Ynez Catlin said farmers to his knowledge 
had considered filling out water extraction forms in the 
past under the state code as being a “ headache.” 
“ I feel this is one reason Sen. Hollister wanted to get rid 
of it at the time," he declared, referring to the action years 
ago which this county was excluded from the code 
requirements. 
Testimony was given that there may be as many as 56 
private wells in operation now in Carpinteria Valley alone. 
Contention of Hatch and other attorneys representing 
protesting landowners is that there are sufficient ground 
water supplies for private small system developments 
utilizing South Coast basins. 
But on the other side, Goodwin said Thursday the issue 
boils down to the fact that allocation of the existing supply 
is the dominant fact of life in Goleta Valley, and "we can't 
take water from existing houses to provide water to serve 
thousands more houses that are sought ” 
This is the first county we know of facing the problem 
before there is an overdraft," said Goodwin.

The bank was the ninth largest in

Angeles Times said, regulators called i it * 
the biggest bank failure in U S history 
Smith, who is fighting multimillion 
dollar legal battles with the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and the Internal 
Revenue Service, has been a friend Of 
Nixon s for many years and was one of his 
heaviest campaign contributors

bureaucrats in the federal government are 


persecuting him for his financial support of

The Cabrillo Conqs have been trying to turn bark the 
football clock this week in preparation for tonight's 
Northern League-opening game with the San Luis Obispo 
Tigers at Huyck Stadium 
San Luis, it seems, runs out of the old single wing 
offense, the kind you see in the old Knute Rockne films 
on TV. But in preparing their defense to meet the 
seldom-seen formation, the Conqs have had problems. 
“ The single wing is a little unusual,“ says Hill Head 
Coach Evert Jones ‘ We have a hard time simulating the 
San Luis offense in practice. We don't have anyone who 
can snap the ball back that far, and it seems like every 
play ends up in a fumble. 
“ Besides that, we don’t have anyone as big as they (the 
Tigers) are.” 
Which may be just as well for Cabrillo’s cafeteria 
budget 
The Huyck Stadium turf will creak under the weight of 
the San Luis offensive 11, an aggregation that tips the 
scales at well over a ton — 2,134 pounds to be exact, or an 
average of 194 
And that figure may be underinflated. “ They list their 
tailback at 180,” claims Jones, “ but he has to be at least

Jones is not crying for mercy. If bulk alone won 
football games, Totie Fields would be a Green Bay 
linebacker, 
“ We ll just try to get down low and get ahold of some 
grass and get under them," says Jones, revealing his 
game plan. 
Among the biggies the Conqs defenders will have to 
elude in order to get to the football will be power end 
Paul 
Phillips, 6-2 and 222 pounds; tackle Mark 
Greathouse, 6 1 and 226 pounds; and another svelte 
tackle who is 6 2 and 220, name unknown. 
And most of the offensive squad also starts on defense 
The Tiger front wall, according to Jones. “ Does not 
appear exceptionally quick; but they're big, strong, 
overpowering and hard to block.” 
Should the Conas get past these guys, thev’ll have to 
tackle the likes of tailback fullback Barrv Moore, a 6-1, 
180 (or is it 195? )-pound slugger, and sizeable wingback 
Mike Sperchek, 6-2 and 220 pounds. 
While Sperchek is dangerous — he runs a mean reverse 
and averages 12 yards a carry — the man to contain will 
be Moore. In four games he’s run for 10 touchdowns. He 
destroyed Morro Bay with runs of 63, 57 and 57 yards. 
He’s not overly fast,” rates Jones. “ Just a good 


strong, durable back.” 
The Tigers are almost exclusively a ground machine 
They beat Atascadero 27-14 and threw nary a pass in the 
process. San Luis’ passing to date has been strictly a 
desperation manuever 


The Conqs, while not as hefty as their opponents, are at 
least as healthy Kevin Drake is 100 per cent sound after 
a weeks rest, giving the Conqs offense breakaway 
capabilities. Drake is averaging seven yards per carry 


The rest of the backfield — fullback Tim Davis, flanker 
David Taylor, and alternating tailbacks Bill Chapin and 
Roland Soloman — are fit as fiddles. 


“ We expect to be able to run the ball,’ Jones predicts. 
“ We haven’t really clicked yet. We’re hoping that pretty 
soon we’re going to have an explosion I think we re 
ready.” 


The Tigers racked up a 3-1 pre-league record, beating 
St. Joseph 34-6, Morro Bay 27-6, and Atascadero 27-14 
before losing to Paso Robles 15-0. Cabrillo won half its 


pre-leaguers, putting 42 points on the scoreboard and 
allowing just 36

The Texas-Arkansas game, such 
as the meeting between the two 
schools in 1969, used to be one of the 
season’s better tussles requiring 
national televison coverage but both 
teams have fallen on lean days of 
late. The 1969 game was attended by 
President Nixon who took it upon 
himself to proclaim the winner 
(Texas) the No. 1 team in the nation.

LOS AN G ELES-(N EA ) - 
Professional football isn t 
really as complicated as the 
savants pretend. The Los 
Angeles Hams, undefeated in 
the first month of the new 
season, have made winning a 
simple process again.

Last spring, after the first 
Ham losing record in seven 
years, owner C a rro ll 
Hosenbloom elevated Chuck 
Knox to his first head coach 
job (after 10 seasons as an 
assistant in New York and 
Detroit). Hosenbloom had a 
very subjective reason for 
the change. 
“ I was embarrassed watch­ 
ing us play,” he said after 
paying off predecessor Tom­ 
my Prothro. “ I decided I 
wanted my kind of team." 
And his kind of team means 
what? It means putting play­ 
ers on the field who knock 
down other people. Now that 
sounds very elementary - 
until you spend a lot of time 
listening to the jabberwocky 
of football coaches on the in­ 
tricacies of double rip zones 
and triple stacks and multi­ 
ple sets. 
Knox took over the Hams 
late this summer and he gave 
them one overall command: 
“ Put those Riddells on 
em! 
That takes a little explana­ 
tion. The Riddell is the popu­ 
lar plastic helmet among pro­ 
fessional football players. 
Using it as a battering ram is 
a prescribed way of inducing 
respect from an opponent. 
Knox simply wanted his 
Hams to stick their helmets 
in the gut of the other guys, to 
hit them.

“ Physical strength isn’t any 
good unless you use it." 
During football’s current 
phase of the lustreless field 
goal, the Hams have been a 
counter-current by ripping 
strong opposition for 11 
touchdowns in three games, 
while stifling the other teams 
with only three scores. Their 
running attack has been 
awesome and irrepressible.

Beale Street, San Francisco, California 94106, attorney for the applicant. 


A petition for leave to intervene must be accompanied by a supporting affidavit 
which identifies the specific aspect or aspects of the proceedings as to which 
intervention is desired and specifies with particularity the facts on which the 
petitioner relies as to both his interest and his contentions with regard to each 
aspect on which intervention is requested. Petitions stating contentions relating 
only to matters outside the Commission's jurisdiction will be denied. 


All petitions will be acted upon by the Commission or designated licensing board or 
by the Chairman of the Atomic Safety and Licensing Board Panel. Timely petitions 
will be considered to determine whether a hearing should be noticed or another 
appropriate order issued regarding the disposition of the petitions.

It has long been apparent that 
wrong with our method of 
WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
something was radically 
choosing vice presidents. 
But until the resignation of Spiro Agnew, I wasn t sure 
where the trouble lurked. 
Now it is obvious that the main thing amiss is that vice 
presidents customarily are picked before the election. 
They are chosen, usually in haste and often as an after­ 
thought, at the end of national political conventions upon 
the recommendation of the presidential nominees. 
At such moments, a presidential nominee is not thinking 
primarily of picking a possible successor. He is largely con­ 
cerned with picking a running mate who will help the ticket 
Or at least do the ticket no harm 
With Agnews resignation we finally have seen what it is 
like when a president picks his vice president after the 
election is over. 
Regardless of how you might feel about President 
Nixon’s choice to replace Agnew. I'm sure vou will agree 
the post-election process is a big improvement. 
Far, far better it would be to leave second place open in 
future elections and let the president delay naming his vice 
president until he is already in the White House 
By that time, campaign considerations would be less 
pressing and more statesmanship could be applied to the 
selection. 
Additionally, the president would have time to ponder his 
choice at length, to seek recommendations and advice from 
without the White House and then to retire to the 
mountaintop at Camp David to make his decision 
I am convinced this change would upgrade the over all 
quality of vice presidents by at least 62.9 per cent. 
Objections may be raised on grounds the people would be 
denied the right to elect vice presidents But for all 
practical purposes that already is the case. 
In a presidential election, the veep is thrown in for good 
measure, like five gallons of gas when you buy a new car 
Deep down, however, Americans really care about the 
vice presidency. Note the way Republicans and Democrats 
alike rallied around with suggestions for replacing Agnew. 
In many instances, their opinions were entirely unsolicited. 
Out of these voluntary manifestations of concern came a 
composite picture of the ideal vice president. The 
consensus veep would be a 98-year-old bipartisan hermit 
with no presidential ambitions of his own. 
Nixon’s choice, alas, did not meet all of those 
qualifications. But the best man nowadays is hard to find

I heard comments such as this: 
“What would have happened to me 
if I had been guility of evading my 
income tax?

House. As minority leader he has 
never wavered in his support of the 
adm inistration's

In helping to 
sustain the President’s vetoes Ford 
has been the faithful dutch boy with 
his finger in the dike.

This whole 
matter should 
be 
thoroughly examined in the course 
of the inquiry into Ford’s fitness to 
be vice president. Did the White 
House 
back 
the 
impeachment 
move? The answer to that question 
could be very interesting. 
Impeachment 
is 
not 
just 
an 
unthinkable process. It was put into 
the constitution by the founding 
fathers as a legitimate means for 
the 
removal of corrupt federal 
officers. There was no other way a 
President or a vice president could 
be removed from office. 
With the Supreme Court soon to 
pass on the President’s contention 
that he can refuse anyone the right 
to hear the confidential tapes he 
made 
of 
all 
White 
House 
conversations, impeachment will be 
very much to the fore. Justice 
Douglas will be one of the nine to

ass on the confidentiality issue, 
he President has spoken of the 
force of a “definitive ’ decision by 
the court but he has never defined

These are mind-boggling times, 
with war and the threat of a larger 
war just over the horizon. Ford 
cannot be considerd an ordinary 
vice president, a chair warmer as so 
often in the past.

Hot pursuit 


WASHINGTON - Sixteen-year- 
old Carl Ferrigno was sitting in a 
parked car one night last month 
alongside a road near Rochester, 
New York, when a police car 
approached him thinking a motorist 
needed assistance. Suddenly he took 
off with the police car in hot pursuit. 
Six miles down the road, Carl 
crashed fatally into a power pole. 
Neither drugs nor alcohol were 
involved. 
Apparently, 
the 
high 
school student panicked, believing 
he would lose his junior operator’s 
license which permitted him to 
drive only during daylight hours. 
In 
Minneapolis, 
two persons in a car 
were 
killed 
early 
last year when a 
v e h i c l e 
bei ng 
pursued by police | 
crashed into their 
automobile. 
Last 
month, 
a 
Portland, 
Oregon, 
patrolman 
was 
killed in a four-car 
crash during a high 
speed 
chase 
that 
began when police 
spotted a speeding 
vehicle. 
Three innocent pedestrians were 
killed — two by the fleeing vehicle 
and one apparently by the police car 
in hot pursuit — in Washington, 
D.C., three years ago. 
These are tragic episodes which 
occur frequently throughout the 
country in high-speed police chases 
of motorists. A 1968 study by the 
Physicians for Automotive Safety 
(PAS) 
(Newark, N.J.) estimated 
that 500 Americans lose their lives 
every year during such pursuits — 
most of them innocent bystanders, 
or frightened or speeding motorists 
and their passengers. 
A little-read study commissioned 
by 
th e 
D e p a r t m e n t 
of 


Transportation (DOT) estimated, in 
the absence of any systematic data, 
that anywhere from 50,000 to 500,000 
“hot” pursuits occur each year with 
about 6,000 to 8,000 of the pursuits 
resulting 
in 
crashes. 
Generally 
concurring with the PAS fatality 
figures, the DOT study added that 


some 
2,500 
to 
5,000 
additional 
persons receive some type of injury 
annually. 
There are three schools of thought 
about what to do with the “hot” 
pursuit problem. One, espoused by 
many police officials, is that hot 
pursuit 
is 
necessary 
for 
law 
enforcement and must be left up to 
the discretion of the patrolman 
subject to general administrative 
guide 
lines. 
This 
viewpoint 
recommends no change. 
Another approach says that “hot” 
pursuit should be an option to catch 
dangerous felons, but that clear 
restrictions should be placed on the 
officers decision to initiate, conduct 
or 
terminate 
a 
pursuit. 
For 
example, 
the officer would 
be 
permitted 
to 
pursue 
only 
for 
observed felonies, limit his speed to 
20 mph over posted limits, stop at 
intersections, and maintain a loud 
siren to alert innocent bystanders 
and motorists. 
A 
third 
approach 
emphasizes 
engineering remedies such as speed 
governors on all vehicles except 
police vehicles, radioing ahead, use 
of 
road 
blocks, 
and 
even 
the 
development 
of 
remote 
ignition 
interrupt systems. 
From the available information 
on “hot” pursuits, it is clear the 
majority of them involve, on the one 
hand, motorists who panic, are 
frightened or are engaged in trivial 
misbehavior, and, on the other hand, 
throttle-happy officers who ache to 
give chase. One Syracuse police 
official told me that his problem

was in the large part immature 
patrolmen who were only a few 
years removed from the jack-rabbit 
teenagers they enjoy chasing. 
Since the hope for prevention of 
this wild traffic situation is more 
likely to be with the police than the 
fleeing 
motorist,

irrationally, 
precise restraints should be placed 
on patrolmen by their superiors. 
Until proven engineering remedies 
are available, the second approach 
noted 
above 
makes 
the 
most 
immediate sense. It makes sense, 
that is, short of outright prohibition 
of all “hot” pursuits on the ground, 
that it is better to let even a felon 
temporarily escape than provoke a 
hurtling vehicle that has a high 
likelihood 
of 
harming

people as well as the pursuing 
police. 
Legal 
recourse 
by 
innocent 
victims against the government for 
groundless and reckless pursuit will 
prod police officials to establish and 
enforce such restrictions. Although 
such recourse is almost impossible 
to obtain presently, reforms can be 
instituted.

departments are 
increasingly sensitive to the hazards 
of unjustified pursuits; others are 
not. All could benefit from the 
energies of focused citizen action.
